Soot destroys or drives off from all | 
.plants of the cabbage trilre, from pinks, ■ 
and Iroui oilier plants, those common 
and voracious grubs of gardens, the 
larva ol the moths of the family Noc- 
tuadoB. 
After being annoyed almost 
to despair, by the ravages of this grub, 
I resorted to the use of soot, aud thus 
applied it :—I laid it dry, and near an 
inch thick, over the ground, and ting 
it iii. 
The plants were then planted 
from 20 to 25 in a row, anti so effectual 
was the soot that instead of losing 
eight or ten plants in a row, as I be­ 
fore had done, I think I did not lose 
more than that number in a bed of 200 
or 300. In the grub’s attacks on plants 
of the cabbage family, iu habit is to 
eat some nearly aud others quite asttn-!
